VENEZUELA AS IT IS, 
——@—___— 
TRADE, FINANCES, AND CHARACTERISTICS, 


In the present state of the existent crisis for 
Venezuela a few facts concerning that turbu- 
Jent State and its belligerent population may. 
be of some interest. ° The Republic of Vene- 
zuela was constituted in 1830 by secession 
from the other members of the Free State 
founded by the Siman Bolivar whose name is 
perpetuated in the principal coin in the cur- 
rency of that rountry. [tis the most northerly 
confederation of South Ameriéa, and consists 
of fifteen States, with territory that extends to 
566,159 square miles, The population is just 
about three milbons, and the principal imports 
manpfactured goads, wines, and provisions af 
a various character “The mineral resources of 
the country are considerable, and as yet only 
just tapped. , : ‘ 

The supreme head of .t!e Republic, on 
whose present actions the eyes of the world 
are centred, is the President, General Castro, 
whn, having been clected for four years 
in October, 1899, has less than a. year of 
his term to run, Internecine strife has for a 
number ot years played. havoc with the normal 
growth of the trade of the. cour.try, and pre- 
vented its cevelopment in a manner that, with 
a less excitable and belligerent. population, 
would have established the prosperity of the 
community and restored its finances to same- 
thing approaching a sound and substantial 
status. As it isat present, with civil war existent 
and cross-currents always flowing or ready to 
burst forth, there is no real stability either in 
the Government or the State; and although 
there is a vast amount of British capital in the 
cnuntry, it is regar’ed as very speculative, 
These investments are principally in the rail- 
ways of the country, of which thie are nearly 
four hundred miles. The revenue and expendi- 
ture are approximately given as just over a 
million anda half forthe yeir 1900, the usual 
devices being resorted to serure a budgetary 
equilibrium without conspicuous success. The 
total debt of the country at the end of the year 
mentioned was nenr'y eight millions, but it 


chas been ‘ncreased-by-nearly” 25 per cent, 


since then, 

The crpital, Caracas, is 4,760 miles from 
London, and has:a population about a hundred 
th usand, which is very largely cosmopolitan, 
The stap'e export of the country is coffer, 
which is very largely shipped to the United 
States, France, Italy, and Germany, the total 
exports averaging four million sterling, being 
made up of two-thirds coffe >, and the remai- der 
cocoa, gold, hides, and general, Of these only 
about £125,000 worth find their way te this 
country, but os far back as (en years ago they 
were. of the value af £ 56,00; while British 
imprris, which, in 1893, were over £902,000,

circulation of forged notes, From the Shanghat 
Mercury of that date we now clip the follow:

covery that some fred Hongkong and 
*hanghai Bank notes ure in circulation, has 
caused Some little flutter in native circles, The 
rush onthe part of the Chinese to get their 
money converted inte silver, which set in 
yesterday, continued to-day, though ina same- 
what mitder form. ‘The excitement, such as it 
was, begon early in the forenoon, when many 
Chinese began to appear at the Bank premises 
demanding payment of the notes they held. 
Needless tu say all the genuine notes were 
immediately cashed, whilst the forged notes, of 
which, we understand, under $,0 worth have 
been presented, were stamped "forgery ” and 
handed back The imitation of the genuine 
note isa very clumsy one and nobody but the 
veriest, ignoramus could be deceived hy: it. 
The Police were on duty at the Bank during 
the day, but their services were not required, 
Yesterday evening a Japanese, wha describe | 
himself as having come from Hongkang, was 
arrested by a shopkeeper in North Szechuen 
Road and taken to Hongkew Police Station 
on the charge of having attempted ~to pass a 
spurious $5 note.

The annual general meeting of the members 
of the Manchestir Chamber of Commerce was 
held on gth ult. Mr. John ‘Thomson, the pre- 
sident, being in thechair, After speaking of 
the increase in membership aud the satisfactory 
condition of the home cotton trade in 1972, he

The China trade bad been suffering from 
three causes—(1) the over-supply of ‘goods 
shipped after peace was concluded, when many 
shippers expécted a more immediate demand 
than had been experienced ;(2) the udsettled 
state of many portions of that empire and 
an uneasy feeling that renewed disturbances 
might break oul at any moment; asd (3) 
the severe and rapid fall in silver, which 
had made it necessary to advance the 
price of goods as stated in dollars or taels 
(o unprecedently high figures. [t was, in- 
deed, surprising that the Chinese had been 
able so quickly to respond to such asudden ad- 
vance in prices. Perhaps the absence of 
‘Chinese silver coinage had made the response 
toa fall in the exchange caused by a reduction 
in the price of the metal more rapid than it had 
generally been in countries where the process 
of mistage had delayed the adjustinent. 
Nothing was said about the silver questiowt- in 
the report, but inthe silverusing countries it 
was a burning question still, ‘The tanff fur 
China so carefully prepared to represent § per 
cent, on-wur goods no longer ago than 1891 at 
the present moment did not represent more 
than abou! 3} per cent., and the suitax of one 
and a-half times the original import duty, 
designed by Chinato bring in 7} per cent, 
would not now. {etch more than 5$ yer cent. 
The value of the indemnity if it was really to 
be paid in yold, assall. he Powers except 
America insisted, was enormously. increased by 
the fall in silver, and represent aa amount far 
Heater than either Chins or the European
